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AS TO KLEPTOMANIA. 


Both Ghief Harrigan and Prosecuting 
Attorney Mulvihill are right in saying 
that they must do their duty and vigor- 
ously prosecute Miss Hamilton, the young 
stenographer whose extraordinary career 
of thievery has been checked by arrest 
and indictment, N ; 

Bui e does not follow from this duty 
of the rosecuting officers that the girl 
mould te sent to the penitentiary. Her 
responsibility for crime js a question 
to be decided by the courts, and the 
necessity of determining this question 
emphasizes the crudenéss of our meth 
in dealing with crime, and, in view of 
the progress in the science of criminology, 
the antiquated nature of our machinery 
for the adminfstration of criminal law. 

Kleptomania is generally recognized by 
scientific men as a pathological fact. 
The symptoms by which kleptomaniacs 
are distifiguished from ordinary thieves 
ere known. Their irresponsibility is ad- 
mitted, yet the disease is not recognized 
in law and there is no legal means of 
determining whether a pfisoner is affiict- 
eq with it or not except by the clumsy 

and costly expert witness method, and no 

1 jegal way of disposing of a kleptomaniac 

„ except by sending him or her to the pen- 
itentiary. 

The Hamilton case is a remarkable one 
which will attract wide attention. It 

the girl is a kleptomaniac, as circum- 
stances indicate, she ought not to be 
sent to prison, and yet, as Chief Harrigan 
Says, she ought not to be turned loose 
on the community to continue her depre- 
Gations. There should be some way by 
which the courts can insure her confine- 
ment and proper treatment. In this 
respect the criminal laws need amending 
in order to provide for determining the 
responsibility of crimfhals and the proper 
disposition of irresponsible persons who 
commit crime, :

PLUTOCRATIC PHILANTHROPY. 


Mr. Carnegie accompanſed his gift of 
a million-dollar library to the city of 
Pitteburg with an address in which he 
expounded his ideas of industrial econ- 
omy and philanthropy. 

The foundation principle which this 
philanthropist laid down was that the 
accumulation of wealth in the hands of 
a few persers id a necessity, but the sur- 
plus. should be used by its owner as a 
sacred trust for the benefit of his fellow- 
men. The successful man must follow 
strict business rules, he says, meaning 
by that he must grind labor down to the 
lowest living margin and force profits up 
to the highest point and thus accumulate 
a surplus. But how to use this surplus 
so it will be a real benefit to his fellows 
ig a most, difficult problem, which he es- 
sayed to solve. 

Mn Carnegie is sure it ought not to be 
distfibuted among the poor, because that 
would encourage pauperism and tempt 


_ 
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ents om the bounty of the rich. He is 
sure it ought not ta be shared with em- 
ployes, because it would be “frittered 
away in things which pertain to the 
body, upon richer food and drink, better 
clothing and better living.” No, Mr. 
Carnegie thinks this would be a waste of 
good things on the workingmen and their 
families and the surplus garne from 
their toll should be devoted to libraries, 
art galleries and music halls, which will 
offer them opportunity to enrich their 
minds and elevate their souls. 

All of this—the necessity and sacred- 
ness of the millionaire’s surplus and the 
wanton wastefulness of giving. things 
that pertain to the body to the poor ar al- 
lowing labor to earn better food and 
clothing, when it can be squeezed for the 
sacred purposes of philanthropy, is very 
edifying to the plutocrats. But what 
of the workingmen? Is there nothing to 
be safd on their side? 

Mr. Carnegie is confused as to economic 
terms. The gurplus of which he speaks 
is not the necessary economic accumula- 
tion of surplus wealth above expenses 
for’ the gustenance and extension of * 
dustry and the production of mo 
wealth. It is a surplus separated from 
uséful capital for the indulgence of the 
possessor in fine houses, servants, books, 
works of art, horses, gardens, philan- 
thropy and other luxuries, It is not a 
necessity, bears no part in the mainte- 
nance of industry, but is a burden which 
labor must bear. 

Cannot the workingmen say to Mr. 
Carnegie, if instead of accumulating this 
luxury surplus of $1,000,000, $10,000,000 or 
$100,000,000. and giving back to us 6 per 
cent in libraries, music halls and art 
galleries, which, under your grinding 
system we have neither time, strength 
nor money to utilize; you had s it 
with us, we could have joined iwer 
and built the libraries, music halls and 
art galleries and we would not only share 
in your philanthropic pleasures, but 
would live under conditions which would 
make it possible for us to utilise their 
benefits the enrichment of our minds 
and the elevation of our ? They 
might ask Mr., Carnegie if toiling men 
and women with empty stomachs’ and 
groaning under all the distresses of 
pinching poverty, and children forced 
into heavy labor from infancy, are in 
position to have their minds enriched 
and their souls elevated by his libraries, 
music halls and art galleries. 

The spectacle of this fat Croesus, sur- 
fpited with the good things of life, advo- 
cating the grinding of the poor in order 
that he may roll in surplus millions and 
revel in philanthropy for the elevation of 
souls and the perpetuation of his own 
blessed memory is sickening. It is dis- 
gusting phariseeism,

Every indication points to the fact that 
the affairs of Turkey are aprodching a 
crisis and it is significant that only two so- 
lutions of the difficulty are discussed vi ca 
European press—the dismemberment of Tur- 
key or the disposition of the Sultan. The 
powers are now showing that they will no 
onger be hoodwinked by the Sultan's prom- 
ises, which are never intended to be kept. 
The final stage of the diplomatic pressure 
was reached when Germany, Austria and 
Italy, which had hitherto stood aloof, joined 
the other powers in a menacing note, which 
has just been presented to the Sultan. The 
next stop will undoubtedly be a conference 
of the representatives of the great powers, 
which will discuss not merely ‘the adminis- 
tration of Armenia, but the fate of the 
Turkish empire. The powers are in complete 
unison, and this fact is sped every- 
where, except at the Vildiz Kiosk, for the 
Sultan, in appointing the Halil Rifat cabi- 
net, — « of puppets and reactionists, 
is simply courting ruin.

The : Illinois Ex- Congressman Is 
Thought. to Be Dying. 


The Hon. Jehu Baker is so il] at his Home 
in Belleville, III., that he is not expected to 
recover. | 

Jehu Baker was born in Fayette County, 


Kentucky; in 1822. His mother was a Cal- 
houn, a cousin of John Calhoun. He was 
reared in Illinois and lived nearly all his 
life in St. Clair County. In 1829 his father 
settled near Lebanon, III., on the farm now 
owned by Dr. J. L. Perryman of Belleville. 
The farm is still known as the Baker place, 
and Lebanonites always allude to it as 
the early home of the ex-Congressman. 
Mr. Baker was educated at Lebanon, attend- 
ing McKendree College. After graduating 
he went to Belleville and studied law there. 
He was admitted to the bar in 1846 and prac- 
ticed for many years. He was a gifted 
speaker and a fine writer. He was the log- 
ical choice of the Republicans in his dis- 
trict for Congress in 1864 and was elected 
by a small majority over William R. Mor- 
rison. He was elected to Congress three 
times, defeating Col. Morrison each time. 
After serving the term to which he was 
elected in 1864 he was re-elected; but in 
1868 he retired from Congress for twenty 
years, not being again elected until 1838, 
when he again defeated Col. Morrison, 
who was supposed to be invincible in his 
own district.

You may say 
that this is the influence of environment, 
of education, that under other conditions 
she might have been different, but I do not 
believe it. She began by stealing little 
worthless things, but in time she took to 
Stealing articles of greater value, This 
may be accounted for by the mere boldness, 
which comes from her persistently escap- 
ing detection, or from the evolution of her 
insanity.” To me it seems the latter. 

“She told me that after she had put her 
booty away it had no more interest for her 
and that but for the disgrace restitution 
might have entailed upon her family, she 
would have returned them. 

Then I asked her if she did not expect 
to get caught some day and thus eventually 
disgrace her people. She said she did, but 
that she could not help it. She knew it 
was wrong, knew it at the time of the act. 
Her intellect was strong enough for her to 

receive this fact, and yet it was too w 
o resist the temptation. As all moral im- 
pulses result directly from the intellect she 
was thus what in common parlance would 
be called too weak to morally resist. She 
is moreny insane—in other words a klepto- 
maniac.”’

St. Louls cannot boast of a single woman 
‘cellist. This is not a barren, unrelated fact. 
It has its scientific significance and its prac- 


tical application. In early musical com- 
munities, one instrument suffices for musi- 
cal expression. In our day and genera- 
tion the piano has absorbed everything else, 
and with igs obvious advantages as à solo 
instrument will probably continue to hold 
first place. When the musical energies be- 
gin to seek other outlets, that is differentia- 
tion—which means development. The or- 
chestra, especially the woman orchestra, is 
found—is possible—only in old. artistically 
developed societies. The “female trom- 
bonist” implies an environment of high 
culture, 

For che practical application—it is found 
in the fact that a woman trio, such as exist 
in New York and other musical centers, 
is an impossible thing with us. hen it 
is desi in gone of our ladies’ clubs to 
play a work written for piano, violin and 
cello, recourse must de had to one of our 
theater orchestras for the cellist, or per- 
haps tc ona of the two or three performers 
on that instrument to be found scattered 
here and there among our masculine ama- 
teurs. This is very bad from all points of 
view. Is there no young woman in St. Louis 
willing for the advantage of art, not to 
speak of individual profit, to devote herself 
to the study of that noblest of instruments, 
the violincello? 


On Sunday evening, Nov. 2%, at Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dudley Buck's cantata, 
“The Triumph of David,” will be given 


with the full choir of forty voices, boys 
and men. The monthly performance of 
famous cantatas is, and has always been, 
a feature of the services in this church 
since 1887, when Mr. Darby became organist 
and organized the choir. Mr. Wayman Mc- 
Creery, who has long been connected with 
the choir, is precentor, and by his labor 
has contributed greatly to its present pro- 
ficiency. Though not the oldest chorister 
choir in the city—Dr. Ingraham’s church

ago having introduced this innovation in

stated by competent authority that it has 
the best finished choral! service in the coun- 
try, and is surpassed by few in England. 
The choir consists of twenty sopranos, four 
altos, rime tenors and nine basses. e 
boys are the standard of the choir, and 
there are some very beautiful voices among 
the youthful singers. Master Julius Sim- 
onnet, who was 80 n known the 
past year or two, has lost his lovely _voice, 
temporarily only it is to be hoped, but 
the silvery tones of young Otto Fallert 
leave rcthing to be desired. The two altos, 
Mr. Chas. Robinson and Mr. W. J. Wood 
from Worcester Cathedral, England, are 
finished solo singers. Other soloists are 
Dr Wm, Campbell and Mr. Wayman 
McCreery, tenors, and E. P. Sharmam and 
Edwin Freegard, basses.

* is estimated by well-founded insurance 
men that the premiums on the 8 thus 
sent out of the State will reach $500,000 per 
annum. These outside companies are patron- 
ized by most of the larger firms, who fill 
up their full value of insurance in this way 
and also by many who insure exclusively 
in outside companies. The business is ob- 


tained by cutting rates. 


Maj. James R. Waddill, Superintendent 
State Insurance Department, was seen by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter and asked why 
criminal prosecution is not resorted to in 
order to compel these companies to either 
quit business or pay the required tax on 
premiums. 

*“T have no data,” he said, by which I can 
estimate the amount of insurance that is 
applied for to outside companies by residents 
of Missouri.‘ Unquestionably there is a great 
deal of business done by these outside com- 
panies. The law provides that no insurancé 
comp@ny from any other State or Govern- 
ment shall do business in Missouri without a 
license from the State Insurance Depart- 
ment. There is no provision in the law, how- 
ever, forbidding a citizen of this State, by 
himself or his agent, from applying, to a 
company in Chicago, New York or Béston 
for insurance. 


4 have rio power to prevent this and I 
have no doubt that considerable of it is 
being done. The insurer who does it, how- 
ever, patronizes a company which refuses 
to come into his State and pay the taxes 
required by law, into the State treasury, as 
is done by authorized companies. The 
money for premiums thus sent out of the 
State is net to the companies and clear of 
taxation, and the insurer who patronizes 
these outside companies is a party to that 
much tax-dodgi It is an injustice to the 
law abiding companies. 

“Where companies not authorised to do 
business in the State have agents here who 
clandestinely solicit insurance for them they 
are guilty of Wolating the statutes and their 
representatives are liable to fine or im- 
prisonment, or both. 


“I have. often been asked why I did not 
—— these agents. I do not of my own 

owledge know of any such agents, and if 
I dia I have no funds at my command for 
<riminal prosecution. On the contrary; 1 
am expressly forbidden by law to expend 
one cent for such purposes. These matters 
are for the Criminal Court and the prose: 
cuting attorney. 

“There is another law on our statute 
books which also works much harm. It is 
the section exempting fraternal benevolent 
societies organized on the lodge system 
from the operation of the State insurance 


laws, and the supervision of the insurance - 


department. The law was passed out of 
consideration for the Masons and Odd Fel- 
lows. The purpose of the Legislature in this 
instance was praiseworthy, but pro- 
visions of the law were made too broad. 


“Many unworthy concerns, taking on the 
garb of fraternity and benevolence, have. 
organized hundreds of lodges throughout 
the State. They are without either respon- 
sibility or capital, as a rule. Its provisions 
and exemptions are taken advantage of by 
rascals and sharpers to escape the exami- 
nation of my department, and all account- 
ability to the insurance statutes of the 
State. They ply an insurance business, 60- 
called, the purpose of which is simply to 

lect the premiums of credulous people 
and to escape payment of any losses should 
they occupy. I am satisfied that there are 
many fraudulent concerns of this kind in 
the State. 

“The Legislature should so amend the law 
as to bring under the supervision of the 
State Insurance Department all fraternal 
benevolent socities. If they were all 80 
regulated and made to submit annual 
statements it would be ben lal to the leg- 
itimate orders 4 societies and would 

eed out the fraudulent. cattle.”

Illinois Central Buys the Belle- 
ville, St. Louis & Southern. 


WILL BE A NEW TRUNK LINE. 


Quick Cennection Will Divert the Bus- 
iness of an Immense Territery From 
Chicago to St. Louis. 


The indications are that St. Louis is to 
have another trunk line railroad. Those in 
a position to know place that construction 
upon the sale of the St. Louis, Belleville & 
Southern, which was consummated Fri- 
Gay. It is believed that the real purchaser 
was the Illinois Central, which has been for 
a long time seeking an entrance to St. Louis. 

Several days ago Attorney E. H. Gary of 
Chicago, who is connected with the Illinois 
Central in à legal capacity, came to this 


city and domiciled himself at the St. Nich- 
olas Hotel. He was accompanied by a party 
of gentlemen, among whom were two or 
three men known to the engineering world. 
They moved about quietly and held fre- 
quent conferences with President Samuel H. 
leathe of the St. Louis, Belleville & South- 
ern and Thomas H. West, President of the 
St. Louls Trust Co. 


A culmination of all this was reached 
Friday, when, after a meeti of the di- 
réctors of the St. Louis, Belleville & South- 
ern at Belleville, it was announced: that 
the road had been sold to ex-Judge Gary 
and it was hinted that it would pass under 
the control of the Innols Central. Those 
most concerned positively refused to con- 
firm or deny the rumor, but it is pretty 
generally conceded that there is a leaven of 
truth in the story. As indicating it, it; is 
pointed out that Vice-President Hanrahan 
of the Illinois Central was in the city a 
couple of weeks ago for several days, and 
that he was quoted as saying that the Illi- 
nois Cenetral stood ih need of a line of its 
own ‘giving it access to St. Louis. While 
this was admitted no one imagined at the 
time that a deal was pending. 

The Illinois Central, while naturally a St. 
Louis road, has adways been handicapped 
by baving no line of her own that would 
give her an iniet to this city. For years 
he road has had working arrangements 
with the Cairo Short Line and the Vandalia 
and the entire volume of the_road’s business 
in and out this town was carried by 
these two lines. The freight and passengers 
coming to and going from St. Louis were 
exchan at Du Quoin with the Short Line, 
while the traffic between here and Chicago 
came went via Vandalia. Solid trains

Anna Seuron, until re- 
cently, livetl as the teacher of the numerous 
Tolstoi children in the Count's household, 
accompanying the family for more than six 
years on all their travels. e told Tolstoi 
of her project to write his biography, and, 
looking at her with his small, sharp eyes, 
he consented, saying: “Very well, madame; 
I am sure you will do your work well.“ 
Advance sheets of the book procured by 
the press prove that the authoress loves 
and admires Tolstol, but without being 
blind to his many idiosyncrasies, the con- 
tradictions and fallacies of his charae-

A Bt. Louisan Deseribes China's 
Ling Chee” Torture. 


The promptness and dispatch with which 
nralefactors, traitors and, at times, political 
offenders, are decapitated in the Chinese 
Empire are matters of notoriety. It is not go 
well known that some executions are at- 
tended with frightful tortures and ghastly 
horrors almost exceeding belief. 

A St. Louisan on returning from a trip to 
Hong-Kong brought with him a photograph 
of an execution in Canton” i 1c CHimese do 
not picture these horrors to exploit their den 
brutality. The picture, which is reproduced 


by the Sunday Post-Dispatch, was taken by 
a Scotchman who was engineer on the 
steamer. Powan, one of the line which plies 
between Hong-Kong and Canton. In ac- 
quiring the picture he lost his job. When 
copies of them were discovered and traced 
to him the Chinese officials and merchants 
were very angry, and their influence was 
sufficient to secure his discharge, although 
the steamship line is owned by an English 
corporation. 

The execution took place in Cahton. The 
victim was a young coolie, who was con- 
victed of murdering his stepmother, The 
evidence was circumstantial, but the proof 
was deemed sufficient, and as not so much 
stress is laid on reasonable doubt’’ or ex- 
tenuating circumstances” in the Flowery 
Kingdom, he ‘was condemned to die by the 
“Ling Chih’’—pronounced Ling Chee! 
which means by a thousand cuts.“ 

The victim is bound with ropes and taken 
to the place of execution Jo as to prolong 
the agony as much as possible the execution- 
er begins by iriflicting slight wounds on in- 
vulnerable parts of the body, using a sword 
and an ax. First peshape a slight sword 
cut is inflicted on the arm, then one on the 
shoulder, one on the breast, the side, the 
legs in succession; None of these are v 
deep, as it would defeat the ends of justice“ 
to allow the poor wretch to die too quickly 
or even to faint from logs of blood. 

After a number of these cuts have been 
inflicted with the sword the axe is resorted 
to and a hand is chopped off, then in a few 
minutes the other follows. After an interval 
the feet are chopped off at the ankles, one 
after the other. Later on the handless arms 
are chopped off at the elbows, and after- 
wards at the shoulder. In like fashion the 
legs are reduced in length a little at a time. 

In the early stages of the torture the nu- 
merous slight wounds, while horribly pain- 
ful, are not sufficient to produce uncon, 
sciousness. With devilish cruelty, while the 
gradual dismembering pro ing the 
unfortunate wretch is vigorously fanned to 
keep him from fainting, so that he shall es- 
cape none of the agony. Should he do so the 
torture is suspended until he revives, Then 
it goes on again. The cooles veges around 
to see the show willingry aid in the fanning. 

When the dismembering process is com- 
piste the executioner makes ghastly holes 
n varous parts of the body with his axe, 
as a boy might chop at a fallen tree to see 
the chips fly. When at last the victim has 
succumbed to these piled up agonies, and 
it has been ascertained that not spark 
of life remains in the mutilated trunk, the 
head is chopped off. This is done as the 
final mark of degradation. 

There is nothing about these executions to 
impress the populace with the majesty of 
the law. Absolutely mo preparations are 
made. There is no scaffold draped in black, 
no headsman’s block, no pharaphernalia. 
In Canton the beheading ie always done in 
a pottery yard, and the public are free to 
attend. Not even sawdust is laid to absorb 
the blood, and ag the lace is always 
used, it smeils Ike a Oharnel house. In the 
same place when the subject of the photo- 
graph was executed, twenty convicted pi- 
rates ‘were shortened a head one fine morn- 
ing a few years ago. 

Hardened by these shocking sights re- 
peated at frequent intervals, the coolies 
stand around absolutely unmoved by the 
poor wretch's sufferings. They even make 
a fete of it, and make wagers with each 
other on how long he criep out, as they 
make it a point to endure with Spartan 
fortitude as much as human nature can en- 
dure. Then bets are made as to how many 
cuts he will stand before fainting, and as 
the dismembering proceeds the odds are 
shortened. Every phase is a subject of 
betting, such as if he faints how iong it 
will be before he revives or if he recovers 
consciousness at all or not; and how much 
dismembering he will endure before death 
ends his sufferings. 

Besides the executioner thd only legal rep- 
resentative present is a mandarin, who is 
there to certify that the sentence is car- 
ried out, and perhaps to see that the exe- 
cutioner does not t soft-hearted and 
his victim's 2 prematurely. The 
photograph is terribly realistic. It shows 
the look of agony grayen on the features 
even after death, the severed head, the 
hacked trun the sev limbs tled 
around it in short lengths, and the s of 
the cords which bound him together with 
the chips from the fans, cut and splintered 
by the oft descending axe. 

The camera being placed low so as to 
focus the prostrate body, only the legs of 
the spectators are to seen, but their 
dress shows their rank. The bare | is

The ornamentation consists of four 
groups or designs in low Gothic relief. High 
relief ornaments are dangerous to attempt, 
for tlie reason that they are most apt to 
ruined in the casting and thus render the 
bell imperfect. Ornaments are not indented 
or put in high relief for fear of marring 
the tone. The lowest ornament is the 
Lord's Prayer in Latin, its large Gothic let- 
ters encircling the immediately above 
its thickest portion.

ASt. Louisan Deseribes China's 
. Ling Chee Torture. 


The promptness and dispatch with which 
nmralefactors, traitors and, at times, political 
offenders, are decapitated in the Chinese 
Empire are matters of notoriety. It is not 90 
well known that some executions are at- 
tended with frightful tortures and ghastly 
horrors almost exceeding belief. 

A St. Louisan on returning from a trip to 
Hong-Kong brought with him a photograph 
of an execution in Canton“ the Climese do 
not picture these horrors to exploit their den 
brutality. The picture, which is reproduced 


by the Sunday Post-Dispatch, was taken by 
a Scotchman who was engineer on the 
steamer: Powan, one of the line which plies 
between Hong-Kong and Canton. In ac- 
quiring the picture he lost his job. When 
copies of them were discovered and traced 
to him the Chinese officials and merchants 
were very angry, and their influence was 
sufficient to secure hie discharge, although 
the steamship line is owned by an English 
corporation. 

The execution took place in Cahton. The 
victim was a young coolle, who was con- 
victed of murdering his stepmother. The 
evidence was circumstantial, but the proof 
was deemed sufficient, and as not so much 
stress is laid on “reasonable doubt“ or ex- 
tenuating circumstances” in the Flowery 
Kingdom, he was condemned to die by the 
“Ling Cate prone Ling Chee“! 
which means by a thousand cuts.“ 

The victim is bound with ropes and taken 
to the place of execution So as to prolong 
the agony as much as possible the execution- 
er begins by iriflicting slight wounds on in- 
vulnerable parts of the body, using a sword 
and an ax. First pochape a slight sword 
cut is inflicted on the arm, then one on the 
shoulder, one on the breast, the side, the

After a number of these cuts have been 
inflicted with the sword the axe is resorted 
to and a hand is chopped off, then in a few 
minutes the other follows.

Later on the handless arms 
are chopped off at the elbows, and after- 
wards at the shoulder. In like fashion the 
legs are reduced in length a little at a time. 

n the early stages of the torture the nu- 
merous slight wounds, while horribly pain- 
ful, are not sufficient to produce uncon- 
sciousness. With devilish.cruelty, while the 
gradual dismembering its progressing the 
unfortunate wretch is vigorously fanned to 
keep him from fainting, so that he shall es- 
cape none of the agony. Should he do so the 
torture is suspended until he revives, Then 
it goes on again. The coolics yey around 
to see the show willingry aid in the fanning. 

When the dismembertae process is com- 

lete the executioner makes ghastly holes 
n varous parts of the body with his axe, 
as a boy might chop at a fallen tree to see 
the chips fly. When at last the victim has 
succumbed to these piled up agonies, and 
it has been ascertained that not spark 
of life remains in the mutilated trunk. the 
head is chopped off. This ie done as the 
final mark of degradation. : 

There is nothing about these executions to 
impress the populace with the majesty of 
the law. Absolutely mo preparations are 
made. There is no scaffold draped in black, 
no headsman’s block, no pharaphernalia. 
In Canton the beheading is always done in 
a pottery yard, and the public are free to 
attend. Not even sawdust is laid to absorb 
the blood, and as the place is always 
used, it smeils Ike a charnel house. In the 
same place when the subject of the photo- 
graph was executed, twenty convicted pi- 
rates ‘were shortened @ head one fine morn- 
ing a few years ago. 

Hardened by these shocking sights re- 
peated at frequent intervals, the coolies 
stand around absolutely unmoved by the 
poor wretch’s sufferings, They even make 
a fete of it, and make wagers with each 
other on how long he ‘criep out, as they 
make it a point to endure with Spartan 
fortitude as much as human nature can en- 
dure. Then bets are made as to how many 
cuts he will stand before fainting, and as 
‘the dismembering proceeds the odds are 
shortened. Every phase is a subject of 
betting, such as if he faints how long it 
will be before he revives or if he recovers 
consciousness at all or not; and how much 
dismembering he will endure before death 
ends his sufferings. 

Besides the executioner the only legal rep- 
resentative present is a mandarin, who is 
there to certify that the sentence is car- 
ried out, and perhaps to see that the exe- 
cutioner does not t soft-hearted 
his victim's suffer nes n The 
photograph is terribly realistic. It shows 
the look of agony grayen on the features 
even after death, the severed h the 
hacked trunk, the sever tled 
around it in short lengths, and the 8 of 
the cords which bound him ther with 
the chips from the fans, cut and splintered 
by the oft descending axe. 

The camera being placed low 80 as to 
focus the prostrate body, only the legs of 
the spectators are, to be seen, but their 
dress shows their rank. The bare — *. 
that of the executioner, who has disrobed 
0 as not to tter his clothes with 
blood, the clothed barefooted tors 
are the coolies, and the two pairs of wooden 
shoes seen are those of the attending man-

Many of these 
have bird dogs of the very best strain 
in the country, and keep their own kennels. 
Some are ali-round sportsmen who go in 
for everything which comes their way on 
foot or on wing; some have a special fond- 
ness for quail shooting, some for ducks, 
others for deer, and a few go in for elk, 
moose and bar, and they will go to the 
Rocky Mountains or the forsests of Canada 
to get them. When they are not hunting 
these gentlemen may be found at their 
desks in mercantile houses, in law offices, 
or attending the sick, and from the atten- 
tion they pay to commercial and profess- 
ional duties one would think they were 
wedded to them. But they belong to the 
class which works thoroughly and recreates 
as thoroughly. When the hunting clothes 
are donned, business is doffed with the every-

Not a great deal of hunting is done in the 
immediate neighborhood of St. Louis, mean- 
ing by that within fifty miles of the city— 
that is hunting on a large scale.

Southeast Missouri compares favorably with 
any part of Arkansas for Shooting, except 
for ducks. 

Russel Dougherty goes all the way to 
Minnesota and Dakota in summer for 
prairie chicken and deer, and to Texas for 
quail in winter. Last summer he struck 
north from Duluth and got over into Can- 
ada, where he got two deer and two big 


moose, besides a big lot of prairie chickens. 


For those who can afford to go so far, Texas 
is the place par excellence for quail. A gen- 
tleman who went to Southern Texas for his 
health declared that one could go out and 
kill a buggy full of quail and Mr. Dough- 
erty speaks in glowing terms of the sport 
to be had there. He has a pointer out of 
Kisserick II., by Osborne-Ale, which has all 
the qualities assured by its breeding and 
is one of the best bird dogs in the State. 

M. Voorhees a magnificent kennel of 
both pointers and setters at Webster 
‘Groves. Among his setters are Peg Noble, 
by Roderigo, out of Lufra’s Girl, w is by 
Gate’s Mark, out of old Lufra; all ofgPeg 
Noble’s ancestors on both sides are Held- 
trial winners. Then he has Gladiriga, just 
out of training at Dexter; Tenn, by Giad- 
stone’s Boy, out of Peg Noble; also Mar- 
garet, a full sister to Gladirigo, who has 
just been sent to Florida to be trained. He 
also owns Lady Webster, by Ben Hill, out 
of Peg Noble, the sire being a full litter 
brother to Champion Sue, who was by 
Druid, out of Ruby. Lady Webster has been 
pronounced by such well known judges as 
P. H. Bryson of Memphis and the late Ed 
Wallace to be one of the very best bred 
and trained dogs in the United States and 
his owner has been advised to enter her 
in the all-aged stakes. These dogs are all 
of the best setter strain in America, all are 
black, white and tan, and all broken, ex- 
cept Peg Noble, who was never thoroughly 
trained. In addition he has a fine bitch by 
Antonio, out of Lucy, who was by Dan 
Gladston of Jessie H. He has also a 
pointer dog. Sedalia Wid, by Angus Donald, 
a litter brother to the fleld-trial winner, 
Bannerman, who was by Osborne-Ale, out 
of Kisserick II., out of Jane, who was by 
Champion Faust, out of Unford B., known 
as one of the best shooting dogs in Mis- 
souri. Mr. Voorhees cares for no spert but 
quail shooting, and he has killed thousands 
of them. His last trip was to Hickory 
Withe, Tenn., but he prefers Southeastern 
Missouri and Southern Illinois for his 
favorite sport. He “will leave on the 20th 
to further devastate quaildom. 


Dr. E. M. Senseney is a mighty hunter. 
He goes in for big game only, and never 
Stops this side the Rocky Mountains to 
look for it. Deer, antelope, mountain sheep 
and bear are his meat, but he takes in a few 
mountain grouse occasionally. He loves to 
shoot mountain sheep above everything, 
and has a magnificent head of one mount- 
ed in his home on Washington avenue, as a 
trophy of the chase, These fine animals are 
rapidly becoming extinct, however, and in 
an effort to preserve what few remain, Col- 
orado has passed a law prohibiting the kill- 
ing of them under a fine of $500 far each 
one slain. Dr. Frank Glasgow and Mark 
Filley are Dr. Senseney’s invariable com- 
panions on these far est hunting expe- 
ditions, which he makes every year. Dr. 
Senseney says the hunter does not have to 
look for big game out there; he just runs 
upon it at unexpected times. Last summer, 
for instance, he, with a party of eleven, 
laid down under a tree to rest after a suc- 
cessful , hunt. The tree shook a little and 
some small pieces of bark fell, but no one 
looked up, thinking it was caused by the 
wind or perhaps a squirrel.

The sy stem * e bre block sig- 
nals recently put in by thé Burlington rail 
road was inspected Thursday by a party 
composed of about 200 prominent: railroad 
men and citizens. 

The -block system is a novelty in St. 
Louis, though it has been used in Chicago 
for several years and thoroughly demon- 
strated its utility and efficiency during the 
World's Fair. The Illinois Central Chicago 
Terminal carried 19,000,000 suburban pasen- 
gers during the Exposition without an ac- 
eident. For six months or more 1,200 trains 
were moved daily under this system. 

An important feature of the automatic 
electric track circuit system is that under 
no condition can a failure of any connec- 
tions or of the battery result in the dis- 
play of à false clear signal. When from 
any reason the signal is out of order the 
danger signal is shown, as it descends by 
sheer force of gravity when the battery is 
out of order. 

The dey danger signal is made of red 
silk, while the night signal is made of red 
minated red glass.
